FIRST and foremost among the 
sisters who stand before beauty ’s 
walling wall are the girls with oily 
hair.

All of them clint? to the 
scalp. The wave set goes limp in a 
day or two; the hairdo takes on a 
jackstraw effect. 
To add to their affliction, these 
same lassies have shining noses, 
ply the powder pad frequently 
and without much result« . 
Gland Trouble 
The trouble of course lies in the 
sebaceous glands. They don’t seem 
to know that enough activity is 
enough, so they pour forth oil in 
ex cess of nature’s needs. To cor­ 
rect this condition, a few dietary 
restrictions are necessary . Gals 
with this problem should eat less 
foods containing fat, less butter, 
cream, rich sauces and pastries. 
They should fill up on big help­ 
ings of lean meat, fruit and vege­ 
tables of all kinds. 
A change of shampoo medium 
is recommended. There are spe­ 
cial ones compounded for hair 


that looks oily . These are de­ 
signed to remove the lubricating 
fluids thoroughly . Other sham­ 
poos are for dry hair. It’s im­ 
portant to choose the shampoo 
that’s right for y our locks. 
No matter what is used, a liquid 
soap, an oil or a cream, there 
should be three applications with 
enough friction to fluff up a lath­ 
er as thick and foamy as beaten 
egg white. 


Bath Spray Rinse 
Each application should be fol­ 
lowed by a rinsing with a bath 
spray , and water that's as hot as 
the flesh can bear comfortably . 
Lift the strands of hair so the 
water will trickle through them 
to the very ends. 
A vinegar rinse should finish 
off the shampoo. Fill the wash 
bowl with warm water and add 
three 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
cider 
vinegar. Hold y our head over the 
bowl and pour on the rinse with a 
cup, moving the hair about so 
distribution will be complete. 
If y ou have a permanent wave, 
turn on the hot water and give 
y our hair a steaming to restore 
the coil quality in the shafts.

FIRST and foremost among the 
sisters who stand before beauty's 
walling wall are the girls with oily 
hair.

Gland Trouble

Bath Spray Rinse 
Each application should be fol­ 
lowed by a rinsing with a bath 
spray, and water that's as hot as 
the flesh can bear comfortably. 
Lift the strands of hair so the 
water will trickle through them 
to the very ends. 
A vinegar rinse should finish 
off the shampoo. Fill the wash 
bowl with warm water and add 
three tablespoonfuls of cider 
vinegar. Hold your head over the 
bowl and pour on the rinse with a 
cup, moving the hair about so 
distribution will be complete. 
If you have a permanent wave, 
turn on the hot water and give 
your hair a steaming to restore 
the coll quality In the shafts.
